as L'itief of the bureau of foreign and
domestic commerce. There may be,
an exception or two, but the claim is
made that most colleges and univcrsi-,
ties are doing too little to train men
for ibis highly important work.

Exception is taken to the nten with
only theoretical training who are often
put In charge of commerce classes in
schools and colleges. "It is to lie re-1
gretted that the actual work of in-
struction is not intrusted to men who
have some practical or personal
knowledge of the subject. A mere
second-hand acquaintance, a mere
book knowledge of foreign trade is in-1
adequate. do not mean by tills state1ment to advocate the employment of
merely practical exporters as instructors.Hut 1 do advocate tlie employmentof men who have gathered their
facts and Information by personal injvestigation, and have thus acquired a
first-hand knowledge and have a practicalcontact with the things which
they propose to teach."
This criticism of prevailing meth-1

oils of training men to carry on our!
foreign trade follows a discussion of
the part the United States has come
to play in international trade. As a

result of the war the American businesscommunity is rapidly being
forced into the world's trade arena.
111(1 11110(1 nilllPS UIIS IICBIl CUIlipclll-U
lo become the world's producing nnd
coimncrrial center, and. for a time at
least, the world's financial center. If
we ore to make the most of the opportunitythrust upon us, we must solve
a number of Important problems. One
of them is this matter of property
equipping young men for service in the
export field.
Another Is tho proper financing: of

foreign trade. In this direction we
are malting much better progress than
In training exporters. For one thing
the war has forced an improvement
over previous methods. Most Importantimprovements, however, have been
made as a result of the federal re-:
serve act of 1 HIS. which permits nationalbanks to accept hills drawn
against actual shipments In foreign
commerce, and also provides for the
establishment of branch banks In for-
eign countries.
The report also urges the adoption

of a definite and continuing foreign
commercial policy. Such a policy Is
not so much dependent upon the
officers of the government as It Is dependentupon the American public.
upon public opinion.and tho Amcrljcon public Is just awaking to a rcali-,
zatIon of the situation. "The Business
community likewise is just awaking
to u realization of the importance of
such a policy to the extension of business.Questioning as to the value and
utility of foreign trade Is giving way
to enlightened study and exploltatlou.
Those who only a short time ago were

apt to declare that domestic markets
were large enough arc chafing under
restraints of temporary handicaps In
developing foreign markets. Altogether,the business community and
(ho public desire to shake off our commercialdependence on Kuropo and to
establish ourselves commercially lnIdependent This desire finds expresV
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slon in the public interest in internationalaffairs and in our own foreign
polieles." 11

Br. Pratt considers it eminently
proper, In view of the fact that then
bureau of foreign and domestic coin-,

tuerce is that part of the government
intrusted with the promotion of for-
elgn trade, that a suggestion should be j'
made regarding one feature of trade!
promotion that has heen almost en-!

tircly overlooked. {I
"ivo hnvo nftpriv failed lo make use ;1

in our foreign trade promotion of the:
machlnory of the conventional tariff
system, which our competitors have i1
employed with great succesB. AVe have:
been satisfied to get inost-favorcd-na-
tion treatment from foreign countries, I.
or. in other words, tariff concessions
adapted to the needs of other countries
and not to our own. Other countries,)
by mutual tariff concessions, have
gained valuable markets for the goods
which they are peculiarly fitted to

manufacture for export. Such concessionsin the aggregate make up a conventionaltariff. This is a matter which
is entirely outside the discussion of a

protective tariff, u tarifT for revenue

only, or free trade. A conventional
tariff system may be based on a high I
or a low tariff and to be regarded sole-1
ly as a method of promoting foreign
trade."
The report discusses many of the

other problems with which our export-
ing Interests arc particularly con-!
cemed at present, and it contains the (

usual review of the activities of the
bureau for the year under consideration.The new commercial attache
service is thoroughly described and
the need of more money for carrying t

on the foreign service of the bureau Is l
strongly insisted upon. i

The effectiveness of the bureau's
work In promoting American trade in :

foreign countries is best shown in thci'
definite practical results obtained. To

prove that such results have been well 1

worth while, the report takes up In ;(
detail a number of the largest con-:'
tracts that American Arms have <

closed as a result of the bureau's ac-'
tlvitles. Perhaps the largest order of;
this kind resulted from placing reprc- '

sentallvos of a Russian concern In ;
touch with American exporters of raw 1

cotton. One of these exporters reports '

that It has closed a five-year contract
for -10,000 bales of cotton annually, }
